Corn Is the principal feed crop, 


being much surer than oats. When 
•weather or other conditions cur- 
tails the corn acreage, milo Is sub- 
stituted. 
There is a lot of vetch and other 
•oil building crops, Hall related. 


Cotton Acreage 


Cotton Is given about 35 percent 


of the acreage in that community, 
according to Hall, with 25 percent 
to feedstuffs, leaving some 4D per- 
cent to pastures and waste land. 


The land is pecan loam, sand 


and mixed, with some of the bot- 
toms black. 


Sorghums are the main planted 


hay crop, although Johnson 
and 


Bermuda grass meadows and low- 
land areas provide much grazing 
and hay. 
Hall believes In terracing and 


plans to do much more when ma- 
chinery Is available, but the pres- 
ent rentals for bulldozers are term- 
ed "too high" by the Navarro Mills 
resident.

Hospital Fire In

ASHEVILLB, N. C., March 11.— 


(F>—Nine women patients perished 
here early today In the blazing In- 
ferno of a mental hospital fire. 


Seven of the victims were trap- 


ped helplessly on upper floors of 
the four-story central building of 
the Highland Hospital for Nervous 
Diseases, Dr. B. T. Bennett, medical 
director, reported. 
Two others were evacuated by 
firemen who dashed Into the fiery 
structure but they, died soon after- 
ward. 
The fire, discovered about mid- 


night, started In the kitchen of 
the hospital's central building. It 
quickly spread to an elevator shaft 
and was licking the building's roof 
when firemen arrived. 
Screams of trapped women rang 
out above the roaring conflagra- 
tion as doctors, nurses, firemen and 
police ran through 
the 
blazing 


structure, risking their lives in an 
effort to save the 20 patients in 
the building. 
They quickly huddled the rescued

where some sat silently and' others 
yelled hysterically.
